R e v . E . P. Br own, the well- 
know n editor of the R a m ’s Hor n, 
a r eligious paper published in C h i­ 
cago, lectur ed at the Fir st M . E. 
chur ch last night, his subject being 
“ 
Spectacles.” 
T h e auditor ium was comfor tably 
filled, 
notwithstanding the 
bliz­ 
zar d that pr evailed outside, and 
those who had the ner ve to br ave 
the elements wer e amply r epaid 
for all inconveniences. 
R e v . Dr . Bitler intr oduced the 
or ator , a man of much eloquence 
and a for cible speaker . 
He began 
his talk by stating that many times 
dur ing his life he found it neces­ 
sar y to visit the oculist, wher e he 
met people with eyes of all kinds 
and 
descr iptions— -the man 
with 
the gr een goggles, 
some 
almost 
blind and many who wer e near ­ 
sighted. 
Then he told how some 
of these men wer e led into poli­ 
tics, 
into tr usts, and how blind 
they became after war d. 
R e v . B r ow n said he 
had 
the 
pleasur e of attending the fir st mu- 
sicale given in the big hall at C in ­ 
cinnati, year s ago, and with him 
w ent an old far mer . 
He said that 
he could har dly wait for the time 
to enter the magnificent str uctur e, 
for it would give him an oppor ­ 
tunity to look into the old far mer ’s 
soul. 
Finally, said 
the speaker , 
we 
made our appear ance in the gr eat 
hail and the old far mer stopped 
still on the inside,near the entr ance. 
His eyes wer e 
wide, his mouth 
open, and I was just thinking of 
w hat a nice talk he would make 
about the hall; but, alas! he thr ew 
up his hands and exclaimed : “ 
M y 
star s! 
W h a t a bar n this would 
make whar a 
fellar 
could mow 
h a y .” 
“ 
I was cer tainly sur pr ised. 
The 
old 
far mer 
had 
been tr ansfixed 
ther e all this time, tr ying to figur e 
out how many loads of hay the hall 
would hold. 
It shows how far a 
man looks into the wor ld. 
He has 
eyes in his head, but he is blind in 
his soul and mind. 
“ 
Ther e was a man in the east that 
was such a fr ee silver slave that he 
was afr aid to send his childr en to 
Sunday school for fear they would 
br ing home the Golden Text. This 
man was something on the or der 
of the far m er .” 
For another example Rev. Br own 
used the old man and the boy at 
w or k 
in 
the 
gar den. 
The boy 
looked up and said, pointing to the 
r iver in the distance, “ 
I ’ll bet the 
fish w ill bite today, father .” 
“ 
W a ll,” said the old man, “ 
ef 
ye o w stick tew yur hoeing, they 
w o n ’ t bite y e o w .” 
T hen the speaker used another 
illustr ation, 
wher e 
he 
looked 


thr ough a far m house window and 
saw cr ooked fences and tr ees and 
cattle and sheep, and thr ough an­ 
other w indow he saw no cr ooked­ 
ness— all str aight. 
“ 
It shows,” said he, “ 
just how 
some people look at the wor ld. 
If 
they would look thr ough the r ight 
glass, the wor ld would be br ighter 
and better .” 
One day Col. Rober t Inger soll 
was taking a tr ip on a r ailr oad 
tr ain in the east. 
Near him sat an 
old far mer and his wife, who said 
they had r ever seen the ocean. 
A s the tr ain 
sped onwar d, it 
suddenly r ounded a cur ve and the 
beach was in sight. 
The woman 
clasped her hands, spellbound, and 
said: “ 
Oh, John, isn’t it gr and.?” 
“ 
M ar ia,” 
said he, “ 
I ’ll bet four 
dollar s I 
can dig 
clams 
r ight 
ther e.” 
This old far mer is cer tainly like 
the tailor who went to Niagar a 
Falls, and his fir st r emar k was, 
“ 
W hat a splendid place to sponge 
a coat.” 
Put a 
far mer

eggs; put a pr eacher ther e and he 
will call for chicken; put a pig 
in the par lor and he will look for 
the mug, but w*"0 will spit on the 
fioor ? 
Ever y man looks fr om wher e he 
stands. 
If we would see better , 
the wor ld would be better . 
It’s 
like the man who went to the cir ­ 
cus with wr ong conclusions. 
One blind man feels of the ele­ 
phant’s legs and calls them tr ees; 
another gr abs the tail and calls it 
the bell cor d, while a thir d feels^ 
the ear and calls it a pillow with 
no feather s. 
R ev. Br own then r efer r ed to the 
talkative man at the oculist’s, who 
had tr aded his spectacles time after 
time, and said it was the w ay many 
people saw the wor ld— thr ough the 
eyes of other s. 
He called attention to the Jew 
who got r eligion as an illustr ation 
of the above. 
He r efer r ed to a 
Moses who told Isaac that a fr iend 
had r eligion. 
“ 
V e il,” said Moses, 
“ 
if he has, he’s got it in his vife’s 
name.” 
Too many of them get it that 
yvay— they ar e only half-br other s to 
the chur ch. 
It’s like the boy who 
goes after blackber r ies with two 
buckets and r etur ns with a black 
str eak ar ound his mouth. 
R ev. Br own then r efer r ed to the 
people who assume they know fo 
much, and took for example the 
old color ed man who claimed to be 
W ashington’s bodyguar d, and was 
asked if he was at Valley For ge. 
“ 
Oh, yas suh; 
yas suh.?” 
he 
cr ied, “ 
I blowed de bellas while 
de gener al did de for ging.” 
This is like the people who as­ 
sume they know all in a newspa­ 
per . 
T hey pick it up, and if the 
paper is upside down they know 
no differ ence. 
If they see a steam­ 
boat cut bottom side up, they im­ 
agine ther e has been an accident 
at sea. 
Some 
women 
ar e 
like 
this. 
They go to a big stor e and want to 
r ide upstair s in the “ 
incubator ;” 
or call for “ 
invisible” 
plates or 
“ 
individual” 
hair pins. 
“ 
Just as I have said befor e,” 
said the speaker , “ 
it’s how the 
wor ld is looked at. 
Some people 
ar e 
always 
gloomy, while 
with 
other s ther e is 
always a br ight 
day. 
Some people see no fur ther 
than the end of their nose. 
But 
ther e ar e people who ar e r eady for 
anything, fr om a cyclone to a book 
agent, and if all wer e that w ay the 
wor ld would be better .”

Senator Cockrell, of Missouri, 
on Monday introduced a bill to 
V*pension th e slaves of th e south .

He wanted 
it killed, h e said, in order th at it 
m igh t not be used for th e purpose 
it h as been h eretofore. 
Bills to pension ex -slaves h ave 
been used by unscrupulous negroes 
and wh ite attorney s to fleece th ou- 
sands of ignorant negroes th rough ­ 
out th e United States. 
For several sessions th e measure 
h as been introduced in th e senate.

Th en tne “ promoters” back of it 
. would send out circulars th rough ­ 
out th e south inviting ex -slaves to 
apply for a pension from th e gov­ 
ernment.
